Hulk Hogan. 

Just to backtrack a bit, Hogan 
has been angry recently over 
Blassie’s failure to get him atitle 
shot against Bob Backlund in 
Madison Square Garden while 
Blassie arranged for newcomer 
Hansen to wrestle Backlund in 
the Garden. 

Various theories were 
advanced as to why Hogan 
couldn't get a shot while Hansen 
did. Some believed Blassie 
merely favored Hansen 
over Hogan. 

“| love ‘em both, they're both 
great guys, great wrestlers, 


q bout Man | 8! 


they're terrific. | think they are 
different, yet both great,” 
said Blassie. 

Some believed Blassie was 
miffed at Hogan's rising 
independence. 

“| can’t just sit back and take 
orders all the time,”’ said Hogan. 
“| gotta think for myself.” 

And still another theory 
claimed Blassie simply felt that 
Hansen was more capable of 
defeating Backlund. 

“No truth to that at all,” 
insisted Blassie. 

Well, none of these theories or 
any others contemplated are 
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correct. The simple truth of the 
matter is money. Hard, cold 


cash, the sort of motivation 
which makes the Fred Blassies 
of the world churn forward. No, 
not loyalty or a desire to better 
the sport or principles of 
fair play. 

Big bucks, buster. 
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The powerful Hogan lifts Backlund in the air and drops him across his knee (above). 
One night before his New Haven title bout, Hogan had a run-in with referee Dick Kroll 
in Madison Square Garden that is still being investigated by WWF officials. Hogan felt 
he was wronged by Kroll and viciously attacked the veteran referee after the bout 
(left). Hogan continues to show signs of mental deterioration as the frustration of 
being denied a title shot in the Garden mounts. 


That's what the _ contract 
reveals. If Hansen wrestles in 
the Garden, Blassie receives a 
higher percentage than if Hogan 
does. But why? 

According to a senior official 
in the WWF, Blassie insisted on 
that clause in the contract. The 
official recalls the particulars of 
that meeting: ““Blassie thought 
the Backlund-Hansen match 
would draw more. He’sa shrewd 
businessman, that Blassie.”’ 

But Hogan doesn’t believe 
that. Blassie denies the contract 
and insists the copy was 
tampered with. Hansen 
supports his manager. Yet there 
is a victim. 


His name is Hulk Hogan. 

It may be difficult to feel much 
sympathy for Hogan. He is 
arrogant, conceited, and cruel. 
Yet his pain of trying to get a 
Garden shot has developed into 
wild frustration. Like the match 
before his New Haven bout 
against Backlund. 

Hogan wrestled Tony Atlas. 
His frustrations erupted and, at 
the end’ of the match, Hogan 
assaulted referee Dick Kroll. 

“| just wanted to hurt 
someone,” he explained. “‘The 
referee said Atlas pinned me, yet 
everyone in the arena saw my 
foot on the ropes.”

They were locked into the ultimate test of a man’s courage. 
Surrounded by steel, Manny Fernandez and Dick Slater battled 
through each other for victory. There could be no retreat, no 
cowardice. This match would show who was the better man.

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Even the simplest form of 
human kindness is replaced by 
barbarism. They wish to destroy 
each other. And that transforms 
a man. 

“Worried, why should I 
worry?” said Slater. “He’s a

Slater was recently stripped 
of his Southern title for failure 
to consistently defend it. Later 
Sweet Brown Sugar won the 
title in an elimination match 
against Masked Assassin #1. 


Fernandez recently returned to 
Florida, intent on rising back to 
the top. 

“This is a very important 
match for me,” said Fernandez. 
“And that’s why I took it. I 
knew my abilities would be 
pushed to the limit. I wanted to 
prove to everyone that Manny 
Fernandez has what it takes to 
be champion.” 

His words echoed that of 
other young wrestlers 
determined to demonstrate 
their courage in this horrific 
steel cage match. Some have 
survived. Some _ have _ not. 
Fernandez was. one of the 
lucky ones. 

They lashed out at each other 
with everything they had. But 
Early in the match, it seemed like a 
typical wrestling bout, as Fernandez 
applies a reverse hammerlock (left). 
Eventually, however, the brutality of the 
Cage Match surfaced. Slater grabs 


Fernandez by the hair and drives him 
headfirst into the cage (below).

even that wasn’t enough. They 
drew deep upon their resources 
to conceive the most brutal of 
tactics. Even Fernandez, 
considered a gentleman, 
realized it had to reach new 
levels of brutality if he were 
to survive. 

“No nice guy with Slater, or 
he’ll kill you,” said Fernandez. 

Midway through the match, 
both men battered and 
exhausted beyond human 
endurance, Slater tried to 
escape. But Fernandez, sensing 
the kill, leaped after Slater and 
wrenched him back down in 
the cage.

But what are the _ issues 
involved here? Did Atlas make a 
mistake accepting II’s invitation 
to join him ina tag team? Is Atlas 
wandering down a disastrous 
path to his ultimate dream of a 
world title? Was Atlas mistaken 
in thinking this tag team match 
would help his career? 

“Well, | don’t know what all

the fuss is about, really,” said 
Atlas. “Me and Il are real good 
friends. | owe an awful lot to Mr. 
Wrestling Il for all his past 
kindnesses and all the time he’s 
helped me grow as a person and 
a wrestler.” 

“So | really don’t know why | 
should’ve even thought more 
than a few seconds when he 
suggested we form this tag team 
and take on them animals 
Stomper and Carson,” con- 
tinued Atlas. “Just bein’ in the 
same ring as a man like Il and 
workin’ with him is one of the 
greatest thrills | ever did have.” 

Evidently, Atlas enjoyed 
wrestling with Il. But the 
question remains whether it is in 
his best interests to concern 
himself with wrestling in a tag 
team instead of focusing his 
attention upon Harley Race and 
the NWA championship. 

“V’ve always been a firm 
believer in the well-rounded 
athlete,” said I]. “I think a man 
should be versed in all aspects of 
the sport. When someone 
wrestles exclusively as an 
individual or in a tag team, he 
denies himself a very important 
part of wrestling. 


When will Tony Atlas learn to say no? 
Throughout his career, Atlas has embodied 
kindness and decency. He cannot say no 
to a friend, especially not close friend 
Mr. Wrestling Il. Yet when Atlas accepted 
Il’s generous offer to form atag team, the 
young muscleman committed the most 

serious mistake of his career

worlds for a second. When you . 


_wrestle as an individual, you're 

faced with an enormous burden. 
It’s you against him. You have no 
feeling of relying on anyone. If 
you louse up, well, then it’s your 
body that gets carried outta the 
ring. Also, | think this is most 
important. You don’t have as 
much time as you do in a tag 
team match. You have to 


accelerate every move when 
you’re alone. Now |’m not saying 


it isn’t good, heck, you learn a lot 
about wrestling and you learn a 
lot about yourself when you 
wrestle as an individual. But 
there are benefits to working ina 
tag team that all young wrestlers, 
like Tony, should know about. 
“When you're in a tag team, 
naturally, you have the chance to 
observe someone else wrestle. 


-So that’s a learning process right 


then and there. But you also get 
the feel for teamwork, for 
blending your skills. After a 


while, you can see what won't 
work in a given situation. | think 
the added responsibility for your 
partner’s safety is really 
important. That’s why | think 
Tony should contract for tag 
team matches. He’s real talented 
and | think he’s going to be 
world champion someday. And 
he’ll thank himself for all the . 
different wrestling experiences 
he would have had.” 

Atlas agrees, 

“1 like to wrestle in a tag team, 


’specially with II,” he said. “He’s 


a great man and | learn alot from 
him. But, you know, | don’t care 
none for all this talk about what 
Tony Atlas shouldn’t be doin’ or 
that Tony Atlas shouldn’t be 
pumpin’ iron or anythin’ 
like that. 

“I’m real proud of myself for 
what I’ve done and accom- 
plished. Sure, | ain’t won that 
NWA title from Race yet, but I’m 
gonna whup him real soon. And 
when | stand over Race’s body, 
it'll be ‘cause | did everythin’ 
imaginable to help myself. | kept 
my body good, learned how to

a frenzy every time he appeared. 
He seemed so happy. 

Then why was he 1,800 miles 
away, sitting hurt and depressed in 
a hotel room? 

The answer was an obvious one. 
Perhaps even too obvious for 
anyone to really see. Ivan Putski is 
too proud to let anyone see. 

He tried to explain it to me, and 
it was obvious how hard it was for 
him to force out the words. 
“Everybody,” he stated, “every- 
body in all walks of life, no matter 
what their purpose is on this earth, 
has a destination. Something to 
strive for. Something to dedicate 
himself to. Something that 
ultimately makes everything, no 
matter how difficult or painful, 
seem worthwhile.” 

Ivan paused and took a deep 
breath before continuing 
his thought. 

“For as many years as I can 
remember, it seemed that my 
destination, my reason for being, 
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was to be something like a 
wrestling policeman. Through my 
God-given Polish Power, I was 
able to maintain some order in this 
crazy sport where the guys who 
break the rules are often rewarded 
more than the guys who are decent 
human beings.” 

There was silence at the other 


end of the line. 

Finally, Putski blurted out what 
he has wanted to say for a long 
time. “Damnit, I want a shot at the 
WWF title. I want to wrestle Bob 
Backlund!” 

This is a serious problem. For so 
long, Ivan was content to work 
alongside the champion and now 
he wants to be champion. “It’s not 
the personal glory I’m looking 
for,” he told me. “I just feel 1 would 
be in a better position to keep 
control in the sport if I was the 
number-one man. All I’m asking 
for is a chance to see if I could be 
the number-one man.” 

And there lies the root of the 
problem. Putski is not the first 
scientific wrestler to be frustrated 
in an attempt to secure a title shot 
with the WWF champion. “I don’t 
blame Bob at all,” Ivan said. “The 
Federation is under a lot of 
pressure from guys like Albano, 
Wizard, and Blassie. They always 
seem to keep their men in the 
number-one slot. You have to give 
them a lot of credit there.” 

Ivan feels snubbed, and he is 
very hurt. 

“If they wanted to give me a 
shot, they would. Hey, I, know 
when I’m not wanted.” 

It’s sad Ivan feels like this. If he 
were to stay in the WWF, he would 
doubtlessly be the first in line for a 
title shot should Backlund be 
defeated, which is a good 
possibility considering the caliber 
of men Albano, Wizard, and 
Blassie bring in. 

In the meantime, there is a lot to 
be done. The Moondogs are 
running amuck as WWF tag team 
champions, and Backlund and 
Intercontinental Champion Pedro 
Morales don’t have the time to do 
anything about it. | asked Ivan if he 
would consider coming back to the 
area to challenge The Moondogs. 
He said he’d consider it.

Through each match, Hogan’‘s 
madness grows. He flies off the 
handle quicker. He grows more 
inarticulate even before the 
matches and berserk during the 
matches. All he needs to go 
crazy is one choice word from a 
fan and he abandons all his 
careful training in favor 
of mayhem. 

This obsession with wrestling 
Backlund in the Garden now 
impairs Hogan’s judgement. He 
was shown the copy of the 
contract yet ignored it. 

“Not true, Fred wouldn't do 
that to me,’ he muttered. 

Why won't Hogan admit that 
Blassie may be selling him out? 
Even if Blassie /sn’t selling him 
out and made that decision ona 
cold, ruthless business angle, 
Hogan is growing more 
desperate, more fanatic, his 
thought processes more 
befuddled by this one crowning 
moment in his career. 

Hogan thinks he cannot look 
at himself in the mirror until he 
wrestles Backlund in the 
Garden. Literally. For a man as 
conceited as Hogan not to 
admire himself in the mirror 
reveals a shrinking self-image. 
And to continue to prop himself 
up, Hogan clutches onto 
Blassie’s friendship while, 
strange as it may sound, talking 
himself up even more. Yet the 
undercurrent of doubt persists.

get out of the ring with his 
yellow ribbon safely in place. 

It is important to note that 
the Three Stooges earned 
their money. Slaughter 
proved three against one 
isn’t the worst of odds. He 
more than held his own. 
The tedious trio almost got 
their pinheads handed to 
them. Slaughter is a man, 
which makes him more 
than a match for any three 
friends of Patterson. 

One might assume that 
even the average wrestling 
fan, whose intelligence is 
comparable to the average 
cucumber, would be 
enraged by this gang attack 
on Slaughter.
